This is the Public Hearing on the proposed 2021 Tax Budget.

State law requires that all cities in Ohio adopt a tax budget for the next year no later than July 15,
2020 and submit the adopted tax budget to the Budget Commission no later than July 20, 2020.

The primary purpose of the tax budget is to demonstrate to the County Budget Commission the
City’s need for the taxes.

The post-Tax Budget is prepared in compliance with the format as prescribed by the Lake County
Auditor of the State of Ohio.

The submitted Tax Budget was based upon the current 2020 Budget before any adjustments were
made because of the impact of the Coronavirus situation.

This Tax Budget is anticipating no change in the City’s property tax rate.

We are anticipating a total millage of 7.3 mills; that is anticipating the 2.5 mill road levy is renewed
for the next 5 years.

Depending on actual collection, we may have slightly less property revenue in 2021 than we have in
2020 because County Auditor is anticipating a higher delinquency rate.

This Public Hearing is required by state law before its adoption. Two copies of the Tax Budget have
been available for public inspection at City Hall. Notice of this meeting was advertised in the Lake
County News Herald 10 days prior to this meeting. The Tax Budget has been available on the
City’s website since late May.



Questions/comments following Finance Director’s Report: (Audio: 4:40-6:16)

Councilman Jarmuszkiewcz asked if the Adopted Tax Budget was just an estimated Budget that was put
together for the next year? At the beginning of the year it seemed we were putting together a different
Budget.

Finance Director Brichacek stated that this was a different Budget. Its only purpose is to demonstrate the
need to the County Budget Commission; so it is based upon the 2020 Budget. It’s simply the first step in the
budgetary process so the state can levy its property taxes. After the Budget is filed with the Budget
Commission, they would review and determine the property tax rates, which in our case, would be the 7.3
mills. Then in late October/early November, they will send us their projected property tax rates, which
Council would have to adopt. Once they are adopted the County will levy them and bill them out in 2022.
